Eprtor GAZETTE :— How Pyramid

Everything in camp. is pro- 
gressing finely notwithstanding the 
amount of snow and the cold weather, 
The boys are full of life and have 
most explicit faith in the mines yfeld- 
ing handsome returns. 

JOINT MEMORIAL No. 10. 

Iam awsre that the agent and en- 
ployes of the Pyramid Reserve 
are opposed te the bill. One may ex- 
pect this, because with restricted Re- 
serve funds the employes cannot en- 
joy former perquisites. There are few’ 
Indians on the Reserve and the limits 
prescribed‘ in the bill are amply suffi- 
cient to supply all their wants. There 
are not 500 Indians on the Reserve at 
any one time, and the agents misrepre- 
sents the facts when he so states. We 
hold ourselves friends of the Indians, 
and they have more confidence in us 
than in their agents. Included with- 
in the bounds of tlie Reserve are min- 
eral lands of great value to the white 
man but are of absolutely no value to 
Indians. It is highly important that 
these lands yielding no revenue to the 
Indian or Government should be 
thrown upon the market, bought and 
utilized by the white man with profit 
to himself and his Government. The

Hon. J. 5. Shoemaker, Assembly- 
man from Washoe, has been looking 
after the interest of small school dis- 
tricts, and has introduced an amend- 
ment to section seventeen of the gen- 
eral act, so as to afford relief to the 
smaller districts. This is effected by 
regulating the manner of apportion- 
ment slightly in favor of these dis- 
tricts, and providing against expense 
where there are nofunds. This seems 
to us a wise measure, and one which 
should meet with approval. A com- 
mon school education is now regarded 
as aright, and should be guaranteed 
in all ways possible to those who seek 
it. 

Mf. Stone has conceived the idea of : 
inducing traveling agents ordrummers 
to contribute to the general funds of 
counties, by paying a license of $20 
per month. This, it seems will be a 
difficult law to enforce, but we see no 
reason why these men should not pay 
license as well as merchants now doing 
business in our State. We have always 
held that non-residents whe do busi- 
nes in this State, and for that mrtter, 
own it, should pay for their privileges 
and we should oppose the selling or 
representation for sale, of property, 
without subjecting the same to taxa- 
tion. 

Rockhill’s bill te purchase 300 cop- 
ies of Powell’s “Land of Silver,” has 
proven him a fit subject for immor- 
tality, and he is, no doubt, proud of 
it. Since the bill. was introduced 
Josh Billings has telegraphed an offer 
of 300 copies of his Natural History, 
and Geo. Francis Train wants relief. 
Billings says his work is more “acker- 
ate” and “trussworthy,” while Train 
says he should be set at large to ‘en- 
courage the general dissemination Of 
knowledge. These two claims to- 
gether with Powell’s should be made 
a special order for the third house on 
the first Monday after udjournment.

‘A Madras Mussulman paar gives 
its readers the following information 
os sega a “Prophet's Standard,” 
which, it says, was enshrined among 
other relics of the founder of Islam in 
Constantinople, and has been dis- 
patched to the scene of war, in order 
that the valor of the Turkish troops 
may be stimulated through their re. 
ligious feelings: “An English author, 
_ Mr. Thornton, has published in his 
book on Turkey, copious details re- 

g this standard, which is called 
‘Sunjak-i-Shureef’ by the Turks, who 
ascribe a mysterious efficacy to it, 
holding it in the est. veneration. 
Non-Mussulmans are forbidden to 
gaze on it on pain of déath, and it was 
this threat which deterred Mr. Thorn- 
ton from casting his eyes on it when 
the standard was being paraded in the 
streets of Constantinople after it had 
witnessed a repulse of the Russians by 
the Turks during the Crimean war. 
When the Turks march to war with 
the Sultan himself or his Vizier at the 
head, the standard is displayed, and 
on catching a glimpse of it every Mos- 
leum recites his prayers while lendin 
a hand in carrying it. A _ splendi 
silk tent is erected, in front of which 
the standard is raised, ed by 
forty. chiefs of the Empire and four 
bodies of infantry. Another writer, 
describing the standard, says that 1¢ is 
made of four layers of silk; the tep- 
most of which is green, those below 
being composed of cloth embroidered 
with gold. «Its entire leagth is twelve
